Wuere the Leeds Townhall now stands was 
pleasant parkland but fifty years ago. On the 
very site in those days dwelt a medical practi- 
tioner whose burly form by some is not yet 
forgotten. Though clever and genial, however, 
he somewhat suggested the old Sawbones order 
as compared with many present members of the 
honourable fraternity. 


The Townhall 


has a magnificent presence, and, flanked at each 
end with confident-looking lions, it forms quite 
a structural wonder to the country people who, 
by aid of the popular excursion-train or by force 
of the mighty arm of the law at Assize times, are 
brought into the town. Instead of occupying a 
place in the outskirts, though, the building 
stands in the very heart of the town, or county 
borough, as it is now the fashion to call it, and

when the clang of the ‘ Townhall clock *” sounds 
out clear on the midnight air one is reminded of 
St. Paul’s, called by Master Humphrey ‘ The 
heart of London,” and of the reflections suggested 
by its unceasing continuance and its impressive 
peals. It is not by any means the oldest inhabit- 
ants who occasionally surprise you with state- 
ments of how now huge districts were but bare

about as many thousands as there are daysina 
twelvemonth. The Townhall was opened by the 
Queen in 1858, and the ensuing addition of above
